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The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: The 
specification lacks the proper section headings. 
Appropriate correction is required. 

6. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

7. Claims 42-68, 70 and 76 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragrapti, 
as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject 
matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

It isn't clear how the "components" in claim 42 relate to the body, closure and 
cover set forth in claim 41 . these appear to be double inclusions. Furthermore the 
bodies and closure of claim 42 appear to be double inclusion of the stack of 
components of claim 42.. In like manner "a closure" in claims 49 and 52 appears to be 
a double inclusion of a closure in claim 41 . 

Claim 58 recites the limitation "the vent slit" in line 1 and "the slit of the drink 
spout" in line 2. There is insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Claims 70 and 76 each recites the limitation "the rim" in line 2. There is 
insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

8. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 
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(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 41-45, 49-51,-61, 68 and 74 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as 
being anticipated by Morash "206. 

Note Figures 1 and 2 showing two stacks of components Note also Figure 6 with 
a bottom closure 

9. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which fomis the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the Invention is not identically disclosed or describied as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 46-52 and 61-68 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over the reference as applied to claim41 above, and further in view of 
Williams et al WO '074. 

Williams et al teach the various forms of attachment claimed and to have 
provided Morash with them for a secure closure arrangement would have been obvious. 

1 0. Claims 52, 54, 55, 59 and 60 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) as being 
unpatentable over the references as applied to claim 41 above, and further in view of 
Verbovszky et al '053. 

To have alternately provided the closure with a spout near one edge and a vent 
for use by children in the manner of Verbovszky et al would have been obvious. 

11. Claims 53-60 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
the references as applied to claim 52 above, and further in view of Haberman '245. 
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To have alternately formed the spout with a slit and the vent with a slit to prevent 
leaking in the manner of Haberman would have been obvious. 
12r Claims 69,71 ,72, 75, 77 and 78 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over the references as applied to claims 41 and 74 above, and further In 
view of Kornely et al 768. 

To have further provided the container with a plastic cover extending down into 
the container for nesting purposes would have been obvious in view of such teaching by 
Kornely et al. 

13. Claims 70 and 76 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over the references as applied to claims 41 and 74 above, and further in view of Lynch 
'811. 

To have used adhesive to secure the cover would have been obvious in view of 
such teaching by Lynch at 34. 

14. Claims 73 and 79 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over the reference as applied to claim41 and 74 above, and further in view of Nemeth 
715. 

To have fornied the cover of polystyrene for clarity would have been obvious in 
view of such teaching by Nemeth. 

15. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. The patents shoe other container assemblies.
